birds or their. plumage, excepting 
canaries and parrots. 

Heller made the raids on com- 


plaint of a committee representing 
certain large department stores and 
wholesale millinery merchants tna! 
paradise feathers were being o! 
fered for sale. Accompanied ys

meier, Heller visited the stores com- 
plained of and confiscated their par- 
adise feathers, subsequentl, re- 
questing Prosecuting Attorney Oak- 
jey to institute prosecutions 
Formal Report of Seizures.

An address on the development of 
‘ransportation from pack animals | 
to aeroplanes, delivered from Radio 
Station K 8 D of the Post-Dispatch 
last night by General E. J. Spencer. | 
secretary of the Electrical Board of 
Trade of St. Louis, was received and 
distributed to hundreds of persons 
driving and walking along Locust 
street by a loud-speaker attached to 
a receiving set in a Chevrolet auto- 
The car was equipped with 
& small outside aerial and the horn 
of the magnavox protruded from the 
rear seat. Persons passing the car 
as it proceeded from Grand to 
Twelfth boulevard said they not 
only heard every word distinctly, but 
recognized Gen. Spencer's 
voice. The apparatus was installed 
by the Mepham Motor Co. as a test 
of the result of gradual approach to- 
ward the broadcasting station. Those 
in the car say the speech increased in 
volume as the car neared Twelfth 
boulevard. 

Radio as Transportation. 

In his address Gen. Spencer stated 
that radio was the highest develop- 
ment thus far of the science of trans- 
portation, because it was an actual 
transportation of the voice from one 
place to another. and that since 
transportation is the index of civili- 
zation it shows how far the worid 
has traveled up to time and indi!- 
cates what may be expected in the 
future.

The settlement of.the Russian 
question has been no settiement at 
eli, but merely a reference to them. 
The direct successors of the Genoa 
conference are the two Hague com- 
missions, one composed of represen- 
tatives of the Powers, with the ex- 
ception of Germany, appointed not 
at the conference, but by the indi- 
vidual Gevernments: the other in- 
chading representatives of the 
soviet republics, They are to meet 
at The Hague to attempt find 
some common basis of action. 

At the opening of the conference 
Lieyd George denominated the gath- 
ering not as an economic confer- 
ence, but a peace conference. He had 
drawn in alarming terms a picture 
ef peaceless Europe with unfixed 
frontiers. from the Baltic to the 
Black Se., every mile fraught with 
possible danger. He came to Genoa 
with the belief that the conference 
would be a failure unless something 
were done, even of a temporary 
character, giving imsurance against 
the breaking out of hostilities. He 
had in mind a simple 10-vear pact 
of non-aggression in which every 
nation of Europe would unite 


to 


tiers, and not to invade its neigh- 
bors during the life of the pact. This 
would have been a little Jess effec- 
tive than Article 10 of the League 
of Nations covenant, but more prac- 
tical as it would embrace Germany 
and Russia. 

The cleer sighted, vouthfu! Pre- 
mier of Czecho-Slovakia, Dr. Edou- 
ard Benes, looking beneath the sur- 
face to the realities, saw such a pact 
was impracticable. He declared 
frontiers that were only battle fronts 
could not be guaranteed: that the 
pre-requisite of a non-aggression 
pact must be a British-French a))li- 


ance guaranteeing” France against ‘ethnically, economically 


aggression by Germany. 

He pointed out that a pact merely 
guaranteed against military aggres- 
sion would leave the door open for 
diplomatic aggression: that there 
would be a sabotage of treaties. and 
he believed, .herefore. that Loyd 
George's simple proposition must be 
extended to guarantee observance 
of éxisting treaties. 

He further believed such a pact 
to be effective must contain sanc- 
tions permitting defensive military 
ectivity. 

Logic Killed Ten-Year Pact. 

Dr. Benes’ logic killed the 10-vear 
Hon-aggression pact and  iricurred 
the deep displeasure of Lievd 
George. Dr. Benes’ usefulness. which 
Up to that date had been great, 
thereafter became circumscribed. 


The British Premier's attitude to- |

times been patronizing. They have 
never been permitted actwal ful!

had te scurry about, only putting 
in a shy. momentary appearance 
here and there as conditions per- 
mitted. 

Lieyad George had himself com- 
pared them to a group of chame- 
leons, venturing into the sunlight 
Occasionally. but disappearing in- 
stantliy when a finger was pointed 
to them, although as he said. they 
eccasionally get momentary courage 
te stick out their tongues.

So much for what happened at 
Genoa.

The 
cenference was prohibited from tak- 
ing up essentials, through which 
alope the solution of Europe's diffi- 
culties can be reached. : 


Readjustment of Indemnity. 
These essentials are: First, read- 
justment of the German indemnity 
in. a form possible for the German 


Ration to bear; second, reduction of 
armaments so that by lessening mili- 
tary expenditures there will be 
some hope of balancing budgets in 
certain countries, while at the same 
time by such reduction of military 
ferces the extreme danger ag- 
gressive military policies and am- 
bitious desires of European hege- 
mony will become less dangerous. 

Third, readjustment and definite 
fixing of beundaries so that the fu- 
ture may promise some practical! se- 
curity. There are now boundaries 
or geo- 
graphically unmsougd. It is impossi- 
‘die to draw a map of Europe so as 
to make true ethnic boundaries. One 
might as well try to draw a line 
across a checker board which would 
range all the white squares on one 
side and a}! the black squares on the 
ether. Ethnic boundaries being im- 
possible of attainment, there will 
have to be found some way to reach 
& measure of economic federation 
Superimposed upon antagonistic 
ethnic divisions. 

Fourth, there is at present in the 
world a total indebtedmess by vari- 
ous govermments to various other 
governments aggregating roundiv 
about $25.000.000,000. A formula 
for adjusting these intergovernment- 
al debis inte practical, feasible bur- 
Gens must be found. 

' Fifth, having reached the politi- 
cal and economic readjustment men- 
tioned, it will then be necessary to 
find credits to reconstruct the trans- 
portation system of Europe. This 
will aid in stabilizing currencies and 
temporariiv assist countries short of 
‘supplies to feed themselves until the 
Internationa! exchange of goods 
makes it possible to balance their 
toreign trade. With this summary 
of aims made clear. the question 
arises as to what should new be 
America’s role. All these  ciaims 
cannot be attained at once. The most 
pressing matter is to so adjust the 
German indemnity as to free Europe 
from the constant fear of an upset 
which would be occasioned 
breakdown in German finance or bv 
military invasion by France made in 
order to compel observance of the 
impossible terms eof the Treaty of 
Versailles.

In addition to fines of $1000 each 
which Federal Judge Faris yesterday 
imposed on the Louis Obert Brewing 
Co. and Griesedieck Bros. Brewing 
Co. for making, keeping and trans- 
porting real beer. they are subject 
to heavy taxes and penalties he 
case. In an endeavor to settle thes 
possible levies. the Obert brewery 
bas offered to pay $9000 to the In 
ternal Revenue Department, and 
Griesedieck Bros. have offered eo 
pay $12,000. The offers are being 
considered. 

Both concerns manufacture bever- 
ages by the process of first making 
malt beverage containing more than 
the legal one-half of 1 per cent alco- 
hol and then dealcoholizing it. To 
carry ott this process it is necessary 
to obtain a Government permit. Both 
these concerns: had such permits, 
but, aS was charged in the indict- 
ments, they did not reduce the aico- 
holic content of their beverages to 
the legal percentage. The permits 
were revoked after they were in- 
dicted. 

It was disclosed yesterday by 
Vance Higgs, their attorney. that 
both breweries had obtained tempo- 
rary permits on the condition that 
they plead guilty in the cases pend- 
ing. the permits being issued by the 
prohibition department at Washing- 
ton. It is not known what will be 


done now. but it is probable that. 


the breweries will endeavor to have 
their permanent permits restored. 

Special Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral Dvyott said there had been no 
deal by which the brewery officials 
would escape indictment by permit- 
ting the corporations to plead guil- 
tx. but there had been nothing, he 
said, to indicate guilt on the officials’ 
part. The Obert brewery is at 2700 
South Twelfth street, and the Griese- 
dieck plant is at 1300 Shenandoah 
avenue.

ADMIRAL SIMS URGES. 


PREPAREDNESS IN NAVY 


In Speech to Navai War College 
Class He Charges Misman- 
agement in Recent War. 


j 
NEWPORT, R. IL., May 20.—The 
duty of the navy to maintain its ef- 


ficiency in the face of reductions in 
personnel and equipment was 6m- 
phasized by Rear Admiral William 
S. Sims, in his address as president 
to the graduating class of the Naval 
War College today. | 
“We military nfen keenly realize,” 
he said, “the depressing effect upon 
morale of such drastic reduction in 
our personnel and equipment as will 
preclude the carrying out of the 
training which our studies and expe- 
rience have shown to be necessary 
to the maximum efficiency. We nat- 
urally deplore the apathy of the peo-. 
ple and what appears to be the un- 
wisdom of the Congress in again ex- 
posing us and the country to the 
possible risk of sacrifices as inev- 
itable and as grievous as those that 
unpreparedness inflicted upon us in 
the great war. 
“But once the final decision is 
made, it is one of our most impor- 
tant duties to accept loyally the con 
ditions imposed upon us by the civil 
authorities, and to make a careful 
estimate @f the situation with a view 
to maintaining such units and per- 
sonnel as are left us in as efficient a 
condition of.instructions, training 
and equippment as possible; 
more important than all; else,. to 
maintain to the maximum degree the 
morale of the personnel. 
“The present state of the. navy 
is not unique. : = 
When we contrast the doleful con- 
ditions of our navy fn 1880 with its 
present condition, discouraging - 
that is, we certainly have no rea- 
son for self-commiseration. 


the recent war that its morale war 
proof against the needless sacrifices 
caused by ignorance, indecision and 
mismanagement in Washington. Of- 
ficers now understand that serious 
study is necessary to acquire. the 
knowledge of and training in the 
art of war that are essential to ef- 
ficiency. In so far as concerns the fu- 
ture efficiency of our navy, the men- 
tal attitude of our commissioned of- 


other element. 

“It, is the duty of each officer to 
make himself and those whom it is 
his privilege to command as effi- 
cient as possible in training and mili- 
tary character. The education of the 
entire persorinel I conceive to be 
the primary -miasion, to be carried 
out loyally and cheerfully, tn the 
conviction that by doing so we shall 
not only render our existing 
efficient, but command the respect 
and confidence of the publie until 
such time as the people themselves 
have come to realize that what we 
naval officers call our navy is really 
their navy—to realize the importance 
of keeping it prepared for war and 
to understand: the uselessness of a 
navy that is not continuously so 
prepared. |

HEN the fates are kind there is plenty 
of rainfall in the Volga Valley during 
the months of May and June. ‘The 
sluggish stream passes through a fer- 
tile rezion, vernal with fields of grow- 
ing grain, and planted with prosper- 
ous communes. The bearded peasants 
comment complacently on the harvest prospects, and 
the children who play on the outskirts of the com- 
mune are lusty and red-cheeked. 

From April to July last year there was no rain. 
Today the placid Volga traverses the Valley of the 
Shadow of Death. And while it is true that the fields 
are green with promise of the coming harvest, it will 
come too late for thousands. Even when it was plant- 
ed, last autumn, men who spread the seed knew that 
they would never see it harvested. 

In the Valley of the Shadow the abode of death is a 
roofless house. That‘is its mark and symbol. Wher- 
ever the gaunt rafters are uncovered, they tell of the 
Visit of starvation and announce the presence of the 
grim occupant. There are meny such houses in the 
Stricken valley of the Volga, for death has many dwell- 
ing places there

Former Gov. James P. Goodrich of Indiana, who went 
to Russia for Herbert Hoover, to investigate the fam- 
ine situation for the American Relief Administration, 
related the following afflicting stories of scenes 
which he saw during his six-months stay. A few days 
after giving this narrative to a Post-Dispatch writer 
he returned to Russia on another mission for Hoover. 

“More than half a million people have died of starv- 


ation in Russia in the last year,’ he said, “yet the

There were no outward evidences of 
an abnormal condition. People were going about the 
streets, and coming and going to the fields, just as 
usual. You must understand that Russian peasants do 
not, like American farmers, live on their farms. They 
all live in communes, going out to their fields in 
the morning and coming back at nicht 

“My first business, upon arriving at a commune, 
was to speak to the leaders, and find ont the situa 
tion. The commurfe | am going to tell about was in 
the State of Samara. It had a population of 19.000. 
and the village records showed that 145 persons had 
died of starvation since the drouth of 1921. This was 
about the usual percentage. 

“Then I made a tour of the commune. I was look- 
ing for roofless houses. That sounds queer, and | will
